On the other hand, there have been many 
strikes, with an attendant loss of time very serious 
in the aggregate, considering the urgericy of the 
need for America’s help on the other side. It is 
this fact existing in spite of the public spirited 
course taken by the leaders that insists upon atten- 
tion. and some more efficient treatment than yet 
has been given. ‘ 

To declare all strikes unlawful is, however, out of 
the question. A naked prohibition would be tnoper- 
ative and ought to be inoperative. Not only would 
it precipitate revolt, but it would justify it, because 
it would be grossly unfair. No just man would ask 
labor to give up its freedom while the employer is 
left free. This would result in the piling up of war 
profits in many industries at the expense of the 
employé and the public. 
The connection between wages and profits was 
recognized in England at the beginning. It was 
‘realized that continuous labor ‘was necessary, but 
it was also realized that labor could not be 
asked to forego its methods of self-protection and 
self-betterment on public grounds without provid- 
ing that capital also should be restricted. 

Strikes and incitement to strikes were prohibited 
and penalized in certain immediate war supply in- 
dustries; but at the same time profits were restrict- 


ed and a system of conciliation and adjudication 


was established. Thi system was not perfect and 
has been amended and altered from time to time. 
Strikes have not been prevented, but they have 
been greatly restricted and on the whole satisfac- 
tory or at least workable relations have been 
maintained throughout the war period. : 
As a result not only have the necessities of the 
army and navy been provided for but the fights of 
both employer and employé have been conserved, 


and moreover conditions have been created which 


it is hoped will make for permanently better rela- 
tions between capital and labor in Great Britain. 


We have in fact to consider not merely our im- 
mediate necessities but also the problems of the 
difficult period after the war. The nation which 
enjoys a relative industria] peace and understand- 
advantage over its less fortunate 


ing will have an 
rivals which will benefit not only capital but labor. 
Both sides need peace and codperation as never 
‘before in our history and will continue to need it.

At 
each sitting the length of the exposure 
is increased three minutes, and the dis- 
tance tg the lamp is decreased four 
inches.
